Directed 
by Emilio Fernandez, with Dolores Del Rio. Winner of the 
Palme d'Or at the 1946 Cannes Film Festival, this boldly 
visualized movie introduced Mexican cinema to the 
world, and marks a high point in the collaboration of 
director Fernandez and his celebrated cameraman 
Gabriel Figueroa. The plot involves the persecution of a 
proud peasant couple by a cruel landowner and 
intolerant villagers, but it's the stunning cinematogra- 
phy — inspired by traditional Mexican art and Eisenstein's 
Que Viva Mexico!— that steals the show. The film will be 
introduced by Seth Fein, Assistant Professor of History at 
Georgia State University. It is shown in conjunction with 
the symposium "Diego Rivera: Political and Cultural 
Connections," sponsored by the Baker-Nord Center at 
CWRU.
